CRINE AND CRIMINALS. 


Some Light Thrown .on the Cran- 
Mystery. 


Advices from Buffalo Point to 
Another Woman in the Case. 


A Young: Salvation Army Horse-thief 
Caught Up With Yesterday. 


House Burglarized in Broad Daylight, 
Nothing. of Value Taken—Another 
Compiaint Filed Against Reze— 
Numerous Petty Offenses. 


Mrs. Bryant B. Crandail, the deserted 
wife of the insurance swindler who was 
captured in this city three weeks ago by 
Chief Glass, has at last found her tongue 
and admits that itis possible that her 
hnsband is still alive, notwithstanding 
the fact that she buried a body sup- 
posed to be that of her husband near 
Niagara Falls almost seven years ago. 

Not only this, but from what Baffalo 
gossips say it is more than possible that 
there is another woman if the case. + 

A Buffalo Times reporter interviewed 
the real Mrs. Crandall just after the 
man’s arrest was made public in this 
citv, and that paper contains the fol- 
lowing statement: 


Mrs. Crandall said last night that she wase 
unable to tell why her husband left home 
so mysteriously. She thought of no other 
cause thanthe realestate embarrasment 
which he was in. ‘‘He would not deceive 
me or desert me. He was a good, kind- 
hearted husband. and father. I always 
trusted him,’ she sadly remarked. 

But if the story which is being whispered 
around Buffalo today about his clearing out 
is true, Crandall was ‘not worthy the confi- 
dence which his wife bestowed upon him. 

It seems that while he lived in this city 
he became acquainted with a woman whose 
character was said to be not above re- 
proach. 

He was not a cruel-hearted man. He 
was aware that his family could not pro- 
ceed along the journey of‘ life without 
means. His luck was not in the direction 
of realestate and he had lost moneyin 
deals. Times were getting closer and 
crowding him to the wall. The woman 
with whom he had secret meetings had 
money, but she did not propose to support 
his family. 

She laid an inducement before him. It 
was that he should insure his life and she 
would make the payments necessary. 
Then the two would seek distant parts to- 
gether, He would be sup to have 
committed suicide. The widow would get 
the insurance money and that would be 
ample for her and the little ones. He did 
it and the plan worked well, although the 
insurance companies were suspicious, 

The couple went out West aad lived to- 
gether for six years. Orandall got tired of 
his companion and quarrelled with her. In 
the meantime he had made acquaintance 
with another woman of the same caliber. 
She also made inducements which he ac- 
cepted, He left his former associate and 
went with the woman who bore the newer 
charms. This the one with whom he left 
did -not-like,and—she threatened to | 
disclose the history of their proceedings. 
This, it is believed, she has done, and here | 
endeth the first chapter. 

The very day that Detective Phillips died 
Superintendent Morgenstern received the 
firstlett@é from Mrs: Rowland of Los An- 
geles.. The letter was taken to Mr. Tiffany 
and mnch correspondence has since bur- 
dened the mails. This first letter inquired 
if Crandall was still wanted and if the re- 
ward held good. 

Mrs. Rowland’s assurances that she knew 
Crandall for certain were constant. While 
in Providence recently Mr. Tiffany heard 
again from her. and this time she insisted 
on immediate steps for Crandall’s arrest. 
Detective Dehl was sent West. He isa 
great Western traveler, having gone to 
Idaho once to identify the supposed mur- 
derer, Koehler. Crandall is a more certain 
bird than the latter. 

LIVING OR DEAD. 

The Buffalo Times also has the fol- 
lowing concerning the case: 

Secretary Tiffany’s suspicion that Bryant 
B. Crandall’s death was after the style of 
Nanki Poo, who turned up some time after 
the Lord High Executioner had been.sup- 
posed to getin his work, was not strange. 

It was on the 29th of March, 1886, that 
Crandall left his home on West avenue tell- 
ing his wife he was going to collect some 
bills at Pine Hill, 

Friends said, when Bryant did not return 


y | home as usual that day, that he was de- 


mented and suffered fronins»mnia. Then 
a few days after came the letter to George 
E. Newman, the crockery dealer, Crandali's 
brother, saying that he, Crandall, was sick 
and tired of life. April 1 Mr. Newman 


‘went to Niagara Falls and found the cioth- 


ing under a bench. Perhaps that wasa 
big April Fool's day joke. 

About three onthe after the body was 
found below the falls. People said it was 
Crandall’s, but as the body was decomposed 
and unrecognizable Mr. Tiffany's suspicion. 
was well founded. Crandall knew, doubt-: 
less, that a body went over Niagara eve oe 
so often, or else he got some person to sui- 
cide for him. Ofcourse this last suppo-' 
sition is|al] moonshine. 

William B.Sirret has a memory for faces. 
He was very certain that he passed B. B. 
Crandallin Los-Angeles, Cal., March 24, 
1887. Crandall was not anxious to renew 
his acquaintance with Mr. Sirret, and soon. 
managed to put several blocks between 
himself and the sharp-eyed Buffalonian. 
Since then Crandall has been, like Koenler, 
asneak tothe police, butasa man with a 
price on his head hasto exercise eternal 
vigilancé, a laxity of 
sooner or later to lead to his detection. 
Like the ‘‘Private Secretary,’’ Mr. Crandall 
could well say: ‘“Iflam discovered I am 
lost.”’ Buteven yet Mr. Crandall’s case is. 
much like Hugh Conway's novel, or 
Dead.”’ 

G. E. Newman this morning flatly told. a 
Times reporter that he still believed that 
Crandall was dead and in his grave, and 
would not believe the story of his arrest 
until he stood before him. ‘But maybe I 
have grown so old that I cannot see 
straight,’’ he said, sarcastically. Asked 
about the theory of a woman going West 
with Crandall, Mr. Newman discredited it. 
He did not think that a guilty pair like that 
could go far and avoid detection. 

If the Los Angeles man were really the 
dead come to life, Mr. Newman said he did 
not think the life insurance companies 
couldtouch hin. at this late day. Mrs. 


Crandall had given back the money to 


them; they returned it toher. Mr. New- 
man wanted it distinctly understood that 
he and Mrs. Crandall had done all in their 
power to aid Tiffany in thesearch for Cran- 
dall. It was his idea to publish the hand- 
bills that were sent broadcast. 

The body fouud below Niagara Falls 
three months after Crandall’s supposed sui- 
cide was brought to Buffalo and buried at 
the old Indian Cemetery, whereare interred 
the three Crandall children, who died in 
one month from diphtheria. Dr. S. S. 
Green of Niagarastreet and Undertaker 
Atkins went to Niagara Falls to identity 
and remove the remains... Dr. Green's iden: | 
titication of the badly-decomposed corpse 
Was not positive, but he said to a Times re- 
porter today that he thought at the time it 


was Crandall, so testified before the grand 


jury and still thought so. He was the fam- 
ily physician, and the description given by 
Mrs. Crandall fitted the body exactly, ¢x- 
cept it had on button shoes, whereas Cran- 
dail wore boots on his disappearance. This 
was explained by the fact that were 
new boots, hurt his feet and possibly he 
changed them. 

Dr Green said with Mr. Newman that he 
should not be aconvert until be saw It 
was not like Crandail’s character to hide 
away In his life he suffered from dyspep- 
sia greatly, and was sent up the lakes in the 
summer of 1885 by Dr. Green.

The matter of the petition of the 
Journal Publishing Company fora writ 
of mandamas requiring County Tax Col- 
lector Whitney to accept its bid for the 
publication of the delinquent tax list, 
came up for argument before Judge 
Shaw in Department Five yes- 
terday morning on demurrer, the 
matter being presented by E. A. 
Meserve, Esq., for the petitioner, 
and Hon. S. M. White for the 
respondent.

Section 3766 provides for two different 
things. One of them isthe publication, and 
the other is the expense of the publication. 
Taking the two sections, 3764 and 3766, 
together, it appears that the expense of the. 

ublication isa matter of no concern to the 
taxpayer. It is charged to the 
county, so that he cannot complain, whether 
itisa great sum or a small sum. The 
question, then, how much he would have to 
pay for the publication of the delinquent 
tax list is a matter of interest exclusively 
to the county, and tothe Board of Super. 
visors as the governing officers of the 
county. Itis, think, a matter that is a 
portion of the scheme of county govern- 
ment. Itis true it was found originally in 
the Political Code in the portion providing 
for the collection of taxes; but a large por. | 
tion of the machinery for the collection of 
taxes is a matter of county, and not State 
concern. 

Now. inthe County Government Bill the 
Legislature has provided angther scheme 
for determining the amount that shall be 
paid by the county for the various kinds of 
advertising, which, of course, includes the 
advertising of delinquent tax lists. They 
have attempted to, and have, legislated 
upon tnat entire subject. I think that 
supersedes any provisions that appear in 
the assessment chapter of the Political 
Code, so far as it affects the county; and 
that subdivision 23 of section 25 of the 
County Government Bill supersedes and re- 
peals that portion of section 3766 which 
provides how the amount which shall be 
paid for the publication of the Mst shall be 
determined.

DARING BURGLARS. 


A Bold Attempt to Rob the Vault at 


The Thieves Try to Effect an Entrance 
from the Cellar—Discovered at 
Work, but Stupidly Allowed 
to Escape.

At midnight last night one of the 
boldest attempts at burglary ever seton 
foot in this city was nipped in the bud

That a thoroughly organized gang of 
burglars were arranging to rob the 
postofiice there is no doubt, for they be- 


hour last evening, and by midnight they 
had made such headway as to confirm 
the belief of the police detectives that 
the gang is composed of some of the 
most expert safe crackers in the United 
States.

main floor of the postoffice and work on 
the vault ‘rom an open room. . 
__For_this reason the cracksmen secured | 
an entranceto the immense cellar under 
the postoffice, and after locating the 
bottom of the big vault, which rests on 
brick and stone masonry a few inches 
below the main floor, they went to 
work. 

After the last mails were in the big 
postoffice became quiet, as there were 
only three or four clerks in the building 
stamping letters, the rest of the clerks 
and messengers having gone home. 
This quiet had not lasted long when one 
of the clerks heard what he ‘supposed to 
be some one crushing bricks in the 
cellar... 

The boys at once became as quiet as 
mice and could plainly hear the noise in 
the cellar. The noise seemed to be in 
the vicinity of the vault and the clerks 
made their way to the walls of the vault . 
and listened, when they became con- 
vinced that some one was working in 
the cellar. Knowing that the vault 


were convinced at once that the post- 
office was about to be burglarized.. 

As a matter of course they were ex- 
cited and did not know exactly what to 
do, and as nine ont of ten people 
would have done under like circum- 
stances they rushed out of the building 
and called the nearest policeman, 
who happened to be Bob Martin. 

The officer was hurridly made ac- 
quainted with the boys’ suspicions, and 
he, too, lost his head and became ex- 
cited. The whole crowd rushed back 
to the room where the vault is located, 
and listened. The workers down below 
were still at it, and for ten or fifteen 
minutes the officer and clerks listened 
to the dull thuds of the drill as it was 
driven into the brick that protected 
the vault from the cellar. | 

Right here the proper thing would 
have been to quietly telephone the cen- 
tral station and ask the advice of the 
office, for the burglars had net sus- 
pected that their scheme had been dis- 
covered and they would have worked 
long enough io give the police a chance 
to surround the building and place 
guards at every entrance to the cellar. 

Instead of doing this they rushed out 
with the officer 1n the lead, and instead 
of going to the main entrance, which 
was open, they made their way to a 
side entrance, and as they had no key 
to.the iron door, they secured a sledge- 
bammer and bravely proceeded to 
smash it in. : 

This was warning enough for the bur- 
glars and before the side door was 
forced open the thieves made their 
escape through the main entrance and 
hada plenty of time to get several 
blocks away before the gang was pre- 
pared to charge on the vault, 

After the door was opened a lantern 
was secured and the officer made the 
rounds of the cellar, but found nothing. 

It suddenly dawned on the officer at 
about this time that he had better tele- 


Detective Bosqui hurried to the place 
and om making an inspection of the 
cellar be found a muffled drill by ‘the 
side of the vault and a big hole in the 
brick and mortar where the burglars 
had been at work. Their work was vet 
hot, and the tracks and prints in the 
dirt where the men were seated while 
at work were plainly visible. 

It would have taken them two or 
three hours Jonger to clear the brick 
and mortar away so that they could go 
to work with drills. Drilling through 
the vaults would have taken some time 
as they would have to cut a hole large 
ee A admit a man and it is pos- 
sible that the burglars did not intend 
toenter the vault for three or four 
days. 

The vault contains a large amount of 
stock such as stamps, etc., and a bur- 
glar-proof safe in which is placed the 
coin, Which runs from $80,000 to 


The vault is a poor affair at best and 
is not proof against a gang of trained 
burglars and itis a wonder that an at- 
tempt has not been made long ago to 
getintoit. The gang will not make 
another attempt in that quarter, but 
they are here for business and ‘some big 
safe-cracking case may be looked for 
any night. 

ANOTHER ALARM. 

An hour or two after the attempt to 
rob the postoffice, several shots were 
heard at the corner of Sixth and Broad@- 
way, and oninvestigation it was learned 
that the clerk who sleeps in the drug 
store atthat place was awakened by 
some one trving to force an entrance 
and fired several shots. No one was 
hit as far as known. ;
